2. During the discussion that ensued, the question of a back-up camera 
was raised. Major Jesses stated that the USAF would consider funding a 
back-up camera, suah as the relatively inexpensive gyoon pr oposal . if such 

action is warranted,. The ED/? indicated that the I Iprqpoeal to modif y 25X1 

B configuratione probably will be pursued as a relatively inexpensive means 
of providing a stop-gap, not a back-up, camera for CKGAffi as insurance in the 
event that P-E should run into difficulties. The WfB said that a review of 
the Perkin-ELmor camera situation would take place on 29 April in Boston with 
special consultants ;; Messrs. Land, Baker and Purcell, in attendance. The 
JDD/P stated that his views concerning a back-up camera course of action 
probably will be crystalised following this meeting. 

3- A draft paper pertaining to OXCART cover stories was reviewed 
briefly. It was the general consensus that the paper was a good point of 
departure for developing requisite cover stories fear OXCAHT.
